* * * THRU THE EDITOR'S GLASSES 


A new year has begun and since a little recapitulation always seems the 
accepted thing to do, let's take stock a little. First of all the business experts 
and statisticians seem to much agree that conditions are much improved over 
last year. If this doesn't sound right to you remember that usually we are 
late in feeling the effects of poor business conditions and are also late in 
recovering from them. Take stock of your office while you have the time 
and put it in condition to take care of the increased work which will come. 
Be cheerful yourself, no one likes to do business with a pessimist. Take a 
course in the branch of your profession which you feel is the weakest— 
just take a look at the fine program in Philadelphia in February and see how 
cheaply you can brush up on things generally. While you are waiting for 
February to roll around spend your spare minutes reading the various dental 
journals that you have been stacking on the corner of your desk. 

Your editor is going to say very little this month; there isn't much left 
to talk about after reading President Rusca’s message, Chairman Walker's 
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stirring call to work on the membership problem, the program of the state 
meeting, et cetera. 

There are two subjects which should be brought to your attention. 
Stripped of several whereas-es the following resolution was adopted at the 

ew Orleans meeting: ‘Therefore be it resolved that the American Dental 
Association in annual session assembled approve of further study and ex- 
perimentation with plans to furnish such services as have been established 
in Washington, D. C. and St. Louis, Missouri, as we believe that the outcome 
of such practical research might terminate in a satisfactory solution to the 
vexing problems of providing adequate dental service to the low income 
group.” 

The other subject is the Relief Commission of the A. D. A. Next 
issue the full rules and regulations of the commission will be printed but in 
the meantime you should know that the proposal made by the Board of 
Trustees viz. “We propose that the A. D. A. return 50% of the moneys 
received from the sale of seals for the year 1935 (excluding specific bequests 
to the A. D. A. Relief Fund) to the State from which it was received, pro- 
viding” was adopted. The provisos which are not mentioned simply refer 
to the administration of the money after it is returned to the state, that there 
must be a State Relief Fund and Commission, that the money shall not be 
used for any other than relief purposes and similar rules. So get out and 
work and get rid of all the seals that you possibly can and of course send in 
a check for your own. Dr. W. J. Robinson, 4906 Walnut Street, Philadel- 
phia, Pa..(Dr. Robinson is the Associate Committee Member from Pennsyl- 
vania on the National Committee) will be glad to send you more seals if 
you want them.

or your clientele to join hands with your brother in the fold. 

r. Non-member, do you realize that you cannot afford to disassociate 
yourself from organized dentistry? Can you honestly look your patients 
in the face and say that you are giving your best professional service when 
you persistently hold yourself aloof from your district, state and national 
societies? Dr. Non-member do you know that organized dentistry is the 
greatest dental college on earth—the mother of post-graduate study and 
research? The professional knowledge and training which you now possess 
and enjoy was mostly obtained from the archives of the university of organ- 
ized dentistry. 

Organized dentistry does need you, but remember, your need for it is a 
hundred fold greater. The best New Year resolution which you can make 
is to join now and have rushed through your 1936 State Dental and A. D. A.

It affords me pleasure to report that the House of Delegates of the 
American Dental Association, in regular session in New + el last 
November, voted to return to the State from which received, fifty per cent 
of the proceeds from 1935 Christmas seals, provided that this refund will be 
used for state dental relief exclusively. This should be welcome news to us 
of Pennsylvania who are interested in the unfortunate dentists among us who 
are forced to accept aid from organized dentistry. 

Our little neighbor, the State of New Jersey, has at present exclusive 
of the A. D. A. refund, a reserve fund for dental relief purpose amounting 
to $2371.66 while Pennsylvania's relief fund is negligible. Something 
should and must be done about it! 

While in attendance at the combined meeting of the Tenth and Eleventh 
District Dental Societies in Pittsburgh last October, | was very much impressed 
by the report of the Chairman of the Local Relief Committee relative to his

investigation of the nine indigent dentists in those districts. The heartstrings 
of all present reverberated to the tune of $145.00 when the hat was passed 
for voluntary contributions to help our colleagues in distress. Gentlemen, 
this is the sentiment which only you of organized dentistry can understand 
and appreciate. It is this sort of thing that makes life worth while and 
beautiful. With this spirit prevailing something then can and will be done 
about it! Our State Society should be big enough in heart and pocket- 
book, not only to care for the dentist who is temporarily the victim of the 
present economical stagnation, but it should also be thrifty enough to pro- 
vide a pension for the member of our Society who due to the infirmities of 
old age, ill health or physical handicap is unable to earn his own livelihood. 
Your President is also happy to report that the long fought for re- 
establishment of the Dental Division in the State Department of Health has 
been realized. While this is a definite step in advance, | for one shall not 
be content until | see established in our State Government in Harrisburg, a 
Director of Dental Health with power similar to that of the Medical Director. 
The important part which dentistry must take in the life, health and happiness 
of the citizenry of this great Commonwealth should justify such recognition. 
ay | again call to the attention of all chairmen of committees that they 
will be expected to give a written report of the plans, progress and accom- 
plishments of their respective committees. If unable to be present at the 
Annual Meeting in February, please see that a committeeman is present in 
the House of Delegates to read it, or send it in advance to me, or to the 
Secretary, Doctor Fox. These reports will be called for in alphabetical 
order. The reason for insisting upon written reports will be fully explained 
in the President's address to the House of Delegates.

Dr. Milton J. Waas was born in 
Hammonton, New Jersey in the year 
1886. Graduated from the University of 
Pennsylvania in 1906. He was associated 
in practice with Dr. J. E. Duffield of 
Camden, New Jersey, for the next six 
years. Proceeded from there to Munich, 
Bavaria and was associated in practice 
with Dr. W. L. Christensen, Hof Zahnartz. 
During most of this time he did post- 
graduate work in bacteriology. Returning 
in 1916 he became associated in practice 
with the late Dr. M. L. Rhein, who was 
probably the first man to even suggest 
the dental hygienist and one of the 
outstanding geniuses of our profession. 
Returned to Camden in 1918 and suc- 
ceeded to the practice of Dr. J. E. 
Duffield. In 1925 removed to 235 S. 
15th Street, Philadelphia where practice has been conducted since. 

He is Governor Earle’s personal dentist and his appointment as Chief 
of the Dental Division is therefore in direct line with the wishes of Governor 
George H. Earle. He desires to have in official State positions only those 
’ aoe he can have complete confidence in both ability and personal 
oyaity. 











Dr. Waas’s own message to members of the state society follows:

YOUR 1936 DUES ARE DUEI 
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* * * ON MEMBERSHIP 


The existence of the Pennsylvania State Dental Society is dependent 
entirely upon membership. The scope and power of the activity of the 
society is also dependent, to a marked degree, upon membership. Despite 
these facts which seem fundamental, the state membership committee, in 

ast years, has been chronically a member of only the mildly active class. 
in the past two years the phrase has changed from “something should be 
done”’ to “something must be done.” The last report on membership in the 
state society shows an increase which proves it can be done. There is a 
generalized demand for increased membership. The American Dental 
Association has redistricted the country into thirteen districts, each with 
its chairman and each assigned with a definite quota to attain within a 
definite time. 

In Pennsylvania, President F. S. Rusca has appointed a committee com- 
posed of one man from each of the eleven state districts under the chairman- 
ship of the national chairman for Pennsylvania, W. Paul Walker of Pitts- 
burgh. These men have organized their districts and have assumed responsi- 
bility for increasing our membership. However this is not one man’s 
responsibility; the aid and cooperation of every member of organized 
dentistry is required to meet the need of increasing the membership. 

At this time all component and district societies are concentrating on 
the renewal of memberships for 1936 in order that all districts may have full 
representation at the state meeting in Philadelphia in February. Despite this 
necessity, we must not neglect our struggle to bring into membership more of 
the men who never have been in organized dentistry. There have been 
approximately two hundred new members secured since last year. Let us 
have five hundred more by February. 

One of the finest actions of the A. D. A. in recent times was the for- 
mation of the Junior A. D. A. This organization is composed of the 
members of the Junior and Senior classes in dental schools throughout the 
country. The purpose is to familiarize the student with organized dentistry 
and the work that is being done for the advancement of the profession. This 
organization should stimulate the student's desire to join his local, state, 
and national organization immediately upon graduation. However the 
good of the Junior A. D. A. will depend upon the enthusiasm and interest 
of the different faculty members organizing these groups. In order that this 
organization shall not disintegrate after formation, a definite place should be 
allotted in the curriculum for the carrying on of this work. Our hope for 
greatly increased membership lies in the new men who will graduate in the 
next few years. They are the ones who, with proper training, are going to 
have the greatest desire to see our profession advance, and who will iidiine 
our greatest advancement has been, and will be, through organization. 

An increase in the membership in Pennsylvania and in other states, is 
just as important now as a year and a half ago when our first concerted, 
intensive drive was started. Over one thousand non-members have become 
members because they were shown the need of organization. Dentistry’s 
problems can only be satisfactorily solved by the profession itself. If the 
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solution comes any other way it is a foregone conclusion that it will not be 
to the advantage of the dental profession. If the dentist is not interested in 
the protection and advancement of his profession it is obvious that persons 
or organizations outside the profession will not go out of their way to protect 
his interests. Our responsibility is to show other non-members why they 
need membership in organized dentistry for their own protection and why 
they should give their moral and financial support to organized dentistry. 

Through our Council on Therapeutics, Legislative Committee, Journals, 
Circulating Library, Group Plan Insurance, and other activities, a wealth of 
good has been done for our members. 

hen we increase our membership however, this good can be greatly 
increased because of the increase in funds available for the support of the 
various activities. 

We do not want the unethical practitioner in our professional societies, 
but the ethical non-member who, because of some petty grievance or 
because of ignorance of the benefits of membership, has refused or neglected 
to support the profession from which he is deriving his livelihood should be 
aggressively approached and his cooperation secured. You insure your 
valuable possessions by taking out fire, burglary, or other insurance. A 
membership in the American Bental Association is an insurance policy on 
your livelihood and every dentist who is not a member retards the progress 
of his profession. The time is fast approaching when we shall be able to 
close our doors to those individuals who now refuse their support. With 
the closing of the door, not only will membership be refused, but all the 
benefits of such membership, which at present the non-member is enjoying, 
will be taken away. He will be cast in with the unethical, unfit practitioner 
and be so known not only to the profession but also to the laity.
